Although Groupon’s three 
co-founders will become 
extraordinarily rich should 
the company go public, they 
are expected to exercise that 
wealth differently from the old 
guard and possibly from each 
other. 

“The way they’re going to 
do things is hard for anybody 
to predict because it is going 
to be so creative and so entre- 
preneurial,” said Mae Hong, 
director of the Chicago office 
of Rockefeller Philanthropy 
Advisors. “They’re going to do 
things most people have not 
thought of before.” 

Chairman Eric Lefkofsky 
echoed that thought in a blog 
post he wrote last year about 
his business philosophy and 
Lightbank, the venture capital 
firm he and Groupon co- 
founder Brad Key well started. 

“We’re drawn to creating 
things that don’t exist, but 
should, and nothing like Light- 
bank exists,” Lefkofsky wrote. 

Lefkofsky sits on the boards 
of the Steppenwolf Theatre 
Company, Museum of Con- 
temporary Art, Art Institute 
of Chicago and Children’s 
Memorial Hospital. So far, his 
philanthropic work has been 
traditional, coming in the form 
of donations from his private 
family foundation. 

Lefkofsky is passionate 
about art, while Keywell is 
an avid reader. In addition to 
writing a book and co-writing 
a children’s book with his 
daughter, Keywell’s website 
lists more than 60 books he 
recommends. 

Of all of Groupon’s found- 
ers, the least is known about 
Andrew Mason’s interests. 

But he is passionate about 
music and social activism. He 
majored in music as an under- 
graduate at Northwestern and 
dropped out of the University 
of Chicago’s graduate public 
policy program to start Grou- 
pon’s predecessor. The Point. 
While Groupon leverages the 
masses to obtain discounts. 
The Point tries to get people 
involved in social causes.

Club billionaire 

Groupon’s long-awaited IPO could shake up Chicago’s money class

For decades, some of the same names— Pritzker, 
Crown, Wrigley— have ranked near the top of any 
list of Chicago’s wealthiest people. And they have 
displayed it by tacking their names on everything 
from fountains to athletic fields to libraries. 

But a company called Groupon, started less 
than three years ago by a graduate school dropout, 
is about to upend that. 

If Groupon’s initial public offering values the 
company at close to $30 billion, as some say it will. 
Chairman Eric Lefkofsky would become Chi- 
cago’s richest man. His remaining stock in Grou- 
pon would be worth $6.48 billion. That excludes 
at least the $382 million he and his wife earned 
from prior sales of the stock and money generated 
from the IPOs of two other businesses Lefkofsky 
founded. 

Put another way, Lefkofsky’s remaining Grou- 
^poi^toc^alon^woul^excee^th^entii^i^ 


worth of Chicago’s current wealthiest man, real 
estate magnate and Tribune Co. Chairman Sam 
Zell, whom Forbes estimated in March to be 
worth $5 billion. 

At a $30 billion valuation, Groupon Chief Ex- 
ecutive Andrew Mason would hold stock worth 
$2.31 billion. That would make the 30 -year-old 
one of the wealthiest people in Chicago on 
Forbes’ list, behind Beanie Babies co-founder Ty 
Warner and ahead of hedge fund manager and 
Citadel CEO Kenneth Griffin. (Oprah is one step 
ahead of Warner.) 

Company co-founder Brad Keywell, 41, would 
hold stock worth $2.07 billion through a family- 
controlled entity He also would move into the top 
10, possibly placing him ahead of Thomas Pritz- 
ker, Penny Pritzker and William Wrigley Jr. 

There is no way to predict Groupon’s worth 
until the IPO, plans for which were announced 
Thursday But given the market for brand-name 


tech stocks, a high number is certain. Sources told 
the New York Times it will be $30 billion; others 
cite a lower number of about $20 billion. 

Other people connected to Groupon also stand 
to become rich. Members of Chicago’s tech com- 
munity say it is important that some of those oth- 
er people are midlevel Groupon employees, who 
later could use their wealth to start businesses. 

“Even if only a fraction of that $6B gets into the 
hands of the 20- and 30 -somethings running the 
show there it will be enough to shake up the tech 
and startup scene here in a very good way” Leon 
Chism, the chief technology officer of Analyte 
Health, wrote in a blog post in December, when 
Groupon was weighing a $6 billion offer from 
Google, which it rejected. 

Chism added an important caveat: The city 
would reap a windfall only “provided our newly 
minted million- and billionaires don’t head for 
warmer climes themselves. Or sit on their cash.”

Mob mayhem? 

Police believe recent string of downtown attacks are related

One man was smoking a cigar Saturday niglit 
on a bench in Streeterville when his evening 
was interrupted by a group of young men who 
robbed and beat him. Another man was park- 
ing his motor scooter outside Northwestern 
University’s downtown campus when the same 
group apparently made him their next victim, 
police said. 

Police believe the group of about 15 to 20 
youths in their mid- to late teens also was re- 
sponsible for two more attacks moments later 
along the lakefront. 

At least seven people thought to be part of 
the group were arrested Saturday in connec- 
tion with the robberies and mob action, a crime 
that has become a problem in Streeterville, the 
Gold Coast and the Magnificent Mile, authori- 
ties said. 

In mid-May Chicago police started imple- 
menting strategies to address mob action in- 
cidents, which are often coordinated through 


texting or social networking sites, in down- 
town and neighborhoods near it. Police said 
the youths in many cases come from the South 
Side using mass transit. 

Police, however, have stressed that this phe- 
nomenon, involving large groups of teens, is 
not unique to Chicago. Philadelphia has had 
problems with mobs of teenagers, who also 
used social networking technology assaulting 
pedestrians and vandalizing property since at 
least last year, according to media reports. 

The latest incidents in Chicago appar- 
ently started about 8:20 p.m. Saturday, when 
a 68 -year-old man from Washington state was 
sitting on a bench, smoking a cigar in the 300 
block of East Chicago Avenue as the young 
men approached, authorities said. The group 
then beat him, robbed him of an iPad and 
BlackBerry and fled the scene, authorities said. 

About the same time, what authorities be- 
lieve was the same group approached a 34-year- 
old man as he parked his motor scooter out- 


side a building on Northwestern’s downtown 
campus along Chicago, just west of Lake Shore 
Drive. One of the males in that group threw a 
baseball at the victim’s face and knocked him to 
the ground, and several others from the group 
allegedly punched and hit him multiple times. 

Authorities said the group attacked two 
more men moments later on a nearby bicycle 
path. One was a 42-year-old man visiting from 
Japan, who was beaten up and had his iPod sto- 
len from him. The other was a man in his 20s 
who was punched and had his bike, wallet and 
iPhone taken. 

None of the victims was seriously hurt. 

On Sunday afternoon, the buzzing of a Chi- 
cago police helicopter soaring back and forth 
along Lake Michigan could be heard nearby at 
Lake Shore Park, at Chicago and Lake Shore 
Drive. Police also said they are monitoring sur- 
veillance cameras at locations such as Michi- 
gan Avenue, Chicago and State streets and the 
beaches.

No signs of tainted food 
reaching U.S. consumers 


ATLANTA The U.S. has stepped up 
surveillance of some imported fresh 
vegetables and raw salad greens, but there 
are no signs the food supply has been taint- 
ed by a deadly E. coli bacteria that has sick- 
ened thousands in Europe, officials said 
Sunday 

The number of suspected U.S. cases 
involving the E. coli bacteria remained at 
four on Sunday all of whom had recently 
visited Hamburg, Germany officials said. 

“Right now there have been no reports 
of any additional suspected cases,” accord- 
ing to the Centers for Disease Control and 


Prevention. 

The rare strain of E. coli has infected 
people in 12 countries, and has killed 22 
people and made more than 2,000 ill. 
German-grown bean sprouts and other 
sprouts could be the source of the deadly 
outbreak, German officials said. 

There were no indications the U.S. food 
supply has been tainted by E. coli, Eood 
and Drug Administration spokesman 
Siobhan DeLancey told Reuters. 

However, as a safety precaution, the 
EDA said it was conducting increased sur- 
veillance of fresh tomatoes, cucumbers. 


lettuce and raw salads imported from areas 
of concern. But officials said countries in 
the European Union are not a significant 
source of fresh produce for the U.S. 

The GDC said three suspected cases of 
a type of kidney failure associated with E. 
coli infections— hemolytic uremic syn- 
drome-had been identified in Massachu- 
setts, Michigan and Wisconsin. 

A fourth suspected case of diarrhea 
caused by the E. coli is under investigation, 
the GDC said. 

Symptoms of E. coli infections include 
stomach cramps, diarrhea and vomiting.

A well-behaved Graham Elliot talks 
‘MasterChef/ Lolla, Grahamburger 

By Lisa Arnett 

It’s fair to say that both Graham Elliot and his food are polar- 
izing. The Tribune said Elliot had “another hit on his hands” after 
dining at his 6 -month-old sandwich shop, Grahamwich, on open- 
ing day while Time Out issued a scathing one-star review weeks 
later. On Twitter, he’s amassed more than 10,000 followers; 
some of them fanatically live tweet camera-phone pics of their 
Grahamwiches, while others have been soured by his unfiltered 
outbursts. (See: “{Bleep} Chicago magazine” tweet from last sum- 
mer after a writer critiqued food at a Lollapalooza preview.) 

Now, on the heels of his namesake River North restaurant’s 
third anniversary he’s headed into a second season as culinary di- 
rector for Lollapalooza and joining Gordon Ramsay back at the 
judges’ table for Season 2 of “MasterChef,” Eox’s reality show for 
amateur chefs. While he was in L.A. for the finale of Eox’s ‘Ameri- 
can Idol,” we talked by phone about fellow celeb chef Grant Ach- 
atz, boozy milkshakes at his next restaurant and the upcoming 
season of “MasterChef,” which starts at 7 p.m. Monday 





1 D0 you prefer being at the judges* table, or on the 
floor like in *Top Chef: Masters**? 

It definitely was exciting to do the challenges and have 
the clock running ... but I feel that my skill set is trying 
to inspire people and show a little more of the artistry and 
way that food can be a form of expression, and that comes out 
more with judging than simply doing what you do. So it’s a little 
more rewarding to be able to inspire people one on one. 

2 Where are you at with Grahamburger, a new 
project you announced just after opening 
Grahamwich? 

The idea is to take the best of both words with regards 
to hot dogs and hamburger artistry and combine it with our 
homemade sodas on tap and snacks that we do at Grahamwich. 
And then add a full bar and have shakes where you have dif- 
ferent flavors, but then you can get different shots of alcohol 
added to them ... and to do that in the same kind of laid-back 
punk-rock vibe that we have at the restaurant [Graham Elliot], 
where there’s no pretense. We’re still looking for spaces, but we 
have the plan pretty fleshed out, so once we get it, it’s just going 
to be getting it set up and go from there. I think the Loop would 
be fun, with Millennium Park and Target going down there, it’s 
just totally changing and I think there’s a need for something 
like that. We’re looking at one [location] for right now, and then 
we’ll expand either Grahamwich or Grahamburger depending 
on which one makes the most sense. 


3 What about the Grahambulance, 
the sandwich-selling VW van you 
tweeted about? 

We’re waiting for the new mayor 
and all the things that come with that, seeing 
where permits are going to fall with regards to 
having a food truck. The idea is to simply take 
some of the items we have at Grahamwich 
and kind of peddle them around town, but 
instead of just being in one spot, we’d like 
to say, “Hey, we’re over at Wrigley Field and 
we’ve got this many sandwiches.’’ Then we’re 
bought out and that’s the end of the day. 


4 What can we expect at Lolla this 
year with you returning as culi- 
nary director? 

We’re going to build on top of last 
year’s success and ... [announce] a new lineup 
of some of the foodie people and restaurants 
that are going to be making an appearance. 
We’re still going to be cooking for the bands, I 
think we’re going to cook each night for differ- 
ent acts, and we’re moving the location of the 
food court area. ... It’s going to be right there 
by Columbus, so everything’s going to be cen- 
trally located. 


5 Any new restaurants 
on board that you*re 
excited about? 

I don’t want to give any 
names yet because we’re go- 
ing to make a press announce- 
ment probably right around when 
“MasterChef” airs. They’re all from 
Chicago. 

6 Are there any restau- 
rants you*d like to par- 
ticipate but just can*t 
do it logistically? 

There’s always great 
small restaurants and higher-end 
places that you’d like to see get 
involved, but because of their na- 
ture, like you can’t get Alinea to go 
out and have a booth and do what 
they do. Because you’re doing food 
for 90,000 people a day, in that 
weather and being able to find a 
way to make your food accessible 
to the masses, you don’t want to 
take away from what you do at 
your namesake place. 


7 Speaking of Alinea*s Grant 

Achatz, if we put the two of 
you together in a cooking 
showdown, what would you 
pick to be your must-use ingredient? 
Urn, yeah. Let’s see. I would say I would 
choose an onion because it’s probably 
the most versatile thing you could use, 
and it’s the base for, you know, the foun- 
dation for so many different ingredients. I 
would do that, but Grant and I, it’s apples 
and oranges. We both walk to the beat 
of our own drum and have tremendous 
respect for each other, and I wouldn’t be 
where I am without Grant’s inspiration. 

That*s why we think it*d be 
a fun matchup. Who would 
win? 

Oh, I ... I don’t know. It would 
have to be up to the dining public. But I 
would say that Grant’s always the upper 
hand in everything. I’m just an airline pilot 
and Grant’s an astronaut.
